In a significant dev elopment 
Friday , Congressman Joseph Y. 
Resnick signed a letter, sub­ 
mitted to the White House by 
57 members of the House of 
Representativ es, requesting that 
unless the

military j u n t a 
immediately 
stop interfering with that na­ 
tion’s September 3rd elections, 
the Congress would hav e to "se­ 
riously reappraise" U. S. com­ 
mitment to the war. 
What is significant about the 
action is that it demonstrates 
the outright hostility among lib 
eral and ev en some conserv a­ 
tiv e U.S. politicians towards the 
regime of Premier Nguy an Cao 
Ky , increasing disenchantment 
with the bitter length of a war 
with no end in sight, and, on 


the local front, what appears to 
be the first shift in Congress­ 
man 
Resnick's stand on tho 
war. 
Resnick has been a staunch 
supporter of the Johnson Ad­ 
ministration's policies regard­ 
ing the Vietnam v enture, and 
has ev en gone so far as to 
equate North Vietnamese Pre­ 
mier Ho Chi Minh with Nazi 
Germany ’s Adolph Hitler, say ­ 
ing that if the allies had op­ 
posed Hitler before World War 
II started, that conflict would 
nev er hav e come about. 
U.S. 
policy in Vietnam, Resnick felt, 
sought to av oid 
a 
historical 
repetition. 
There is ev en some prece­ 
dence for Resnick’s action. He 
at one time criticized Ky ’a stat­ 
ing that he (Ky ) "had but one 
political hero, and that (was) 
Adolph Hitler," and the Con­ 
gressman did sign a House let­ 


ter against Ky 's calling for an 
inv asion of North Vietnam. 
The Ellenv ille Democrat told 
The Freeman, ‘‘I am v ery con­ 
cerned, and I know that a lot 
of other Americans are, that 
we hav e truly free elections 
ov er there."

Asked what Congress would 
do in the ev ent the Lt. Gen.

Ky strategy continues in its re­ 
ported harassment of the other

some options open to us” re­

the Administration. 
The Congressman ex pressed 
the feeling that a number of 
people, including himself, were 
quite surprised that the Viet 
Cong and the North Vietnj- 
mesc oould hav e held on this 
long.

Hold LI. Man

NEW YORK (AP) - A man 
was seized early today near 
Kennedy Airport and was being

The spokesman said Barnes 
would face action before a Sara­ 
toga grand jury on charges of 
ex tortion. 
The spokesman said Whitney 
receiv ed 
sev eral 
phone 
calls 
from a man asking $35,000 for 
information concerning the re­ 
turn of the stolen gems. Whitney 
contacted police after the initial 
call and subsequent calls were 
traced. 
The jewelry was stolen Aug. 2 
but not reported to police until 
three day s later, the Whitney s 
being afraid the jewels might 
hav e been mislaid.

I just hit the window and was 
bounced off the bed (in a sleep­ 
ing compartment.)" 
"I just thought how many 
people could hav e been killed,’’ 
she said. 
When she got out, she said, 
she noticed the bruise on the 
rear of her right leg. 
"I was wondering why my 
leg was so sore." 
Miss Broteur said the conduc­ 
tor told her four or fiv e persons 
had been giv en the last rites of 
the Roman Catholic Church on 
the train. 
Many of the injured had to 
wait in the wreckage until the 
twisted steel could be cut. Fire­ 
men, police, deputy sheriffs and 
v olunteers helped the injured in­ 
to ambulances.

Besides being a minister and physician, Dr. Harley 
was skilled as a carpenter, plumber, anthropologist, archi­ 
tect, mechanic, blacksmith, farmer, surveyor, author and 
cartographer. (His map of roads and trails of Liberia was 
for many years a standard reference.) 
Dr. Harley died in 1966, but his faith marches on. The

Th* Iota Dr. George W . Horley, on* of th# great mis­ 
sionary pioneers of Methodism, dedicated his life to the 
country of Liberia. He went there as a Methodist medical 
missionary in 1926. By th* time of his retirement in 1960, 
he hod started o hospital, school, leprosarium, sawmill, 
nurses’ training school, and church— all at Ganta in Liberia's 
interior. Besides being a minister and physician, Dr. Harley 
was skilled as a carpenter, plumber, anthropologist, archi­ 
tect, mechanic, blacksmith, farmer, surveyor, author and 
cartographer. (His map of roads and trails of Liberia was 
for many years a standard reference.) 
Dr. Harley died in 1966, bul his faith marches on. The 
Western North Carolina Methodist Conference this past 
June voted to underwrite $100,000 for the George W. 
Harley Memorial in Liberia. It will include equipment and 
drug inventory for a chain of five clinics, literacy and evan­ 
gelism materials, a Cessna airplane called the “Circuit 
Rider” to facilitate transportation, and a social center al

Bo th ma jo r sto ck ex cha nges in New Yo rk City 
ha v e go ne o n curta iled wo rk schedules, but the ex ­ 
pla na tio n the bo a rds o f go v erno rs a re giv ing is so me­ 
thing less tha n co mplete. 
The ex cha nges which ha ndle mo re tha n 9 0 per 
cent o f the do lla r v o lume o f securities tra nsa ctio ns 
do se a t 2 p. m., 9 0 minutes ea rlier tha n usua l. This, 
sa y the go v erno rs, will ena ble the huge ba cklo g o f 
pa perwo rk to be reduced to no rma l, o r nea rly no rma l 
lev els. The increa sed pa perwo rk stems fro m a reco rd 
high v o lume o f tra nsa ctio ns—la st y ea r, the ra te wa s 
7.5 millio n sha res a da y , thus fa r this y ea r it’s 10 
millio n a nd la st week (in the summer when tra ding 
tra ditio na lly hits the do ldrums) it ro se to a n a v er­ 
a ge o f 12 millio n. 
This fev erish pa ce a dmittedly swa mps the bro ker­ 
a ge o ffices with clerica l duties a nd the ea rlier do sing 
ma y well result in a dwindled lo a d, but wha t the o ffi­ 
cia ls a re rea lly try ing fo r is a curb in the wa v e o f 
specula tio n tha t ha s been sweeping o v er the inv est­ 
ment ma rkets.

su cceed. In his simp le, direct 
w'ay he argu es the case that 
it is only by working closely 
on a basis of comp lete equ al­ 
ity with the Vietnamese that 
control of the cou ntry side 
can be wrested from the Viet 
Cong. 
The W alt line is mu sic to 
the ears of those in the top 
echelon in Washington w'ho 
hav e been reading gloomy re­ 
p orts of a stalemated w’ar of 
indefinite du ration. For W alt 
it is not a line bu t a p as­ 
sionate belief growing ou t of 
his two y ears as Marine Com­ 
mander in I Corp s, consist­ 
ing of the fiv e northern p rov ­ 
inces in Sou th Vietnam. That 
ex p erience, 
he 
insists, 
re­ 
fu tes all the stereoty p es of 
the Sou th Vietnamese mili­ 
tary that they will not fight, 
that their officers are nev er, 
or hardly ev er, in the thick 


of battle, that they m altreat 
and rob the v illagers. 
W ait had a close working 
p artnership with Maj. Gen. 
Hoang Xu an Lam, command­ 
ing general of Sou th Viet­ 
namese forces in I Carp s. 
They 
coop erated 
both 
in 
main-force assau lt on North 
Vietnamese p ostions in the 
Demilitarized Zone and in 
p acification. W alt aay s the 
Sou th Vietnamese lost a lot 
of senior commanders. 
The heart of his atory , 
howev er, is p acification and 
the imp erativ e need to win 
the su p p ort of the p eop le in 
the v illages. It was on this 
that W alt and General Lam 
concentrated a Urge p art of 
their effort. When W alt left 
Danang in Ju ne, 14 Sou th 
Vietnamese battalions ou t of 
29 W'ere w'orking entirely on 
p acification. 
He bu ilt u p Combined Ac­ 
tion Teams made u p of a 
squ ad of American Marines 
and Sou th Vietnamese Pop ­ 
u lar Forces, p art-tim e sol­ 
diers, together with a Nav y 
medical officer. The teams 
go into a v illage and stay 
there 
for 
six 
months 
or 
longer. Their first task is to 
gru b ou t the Viet Cong. Then 
they p roceed to help estab­ 
lish secu rity in the v illage 
behind v illage 
chiefs with 
whom tru st and confidence 
hav e been established ov er 
weeks 
and 
months. 
Many 
Marines 
are being 
tau ght 
Vietnamese and others p ick 


u p enou gh to get along with 
the v illagers. 
W ait is p rou d that of 1,100 
Marine* who were in the p aci­ 
fication p rogram 62 p er cent 
asked to hav e their tou r of 
du ty ex tended. Sev enty -fiv e 
CAT p latoons are in the v il­ 
lages, with 114 more p ro­ 
grammed. He decribes with 
some 
enthu siasm 
the 
Kit 
Carson Teams consisting of 
two U. S. Marines and two 
Vietnamese Marines that go 
into the tou ghest areas to 
root ou t VC’s. 
Giv e them something to 
fight for, W alt say s this ov er 
and ov er in his enthu siasm. 
He directed the reactiv aiton 
of a coal mine, and a p ower 
p lant is to be bu ilt that will 
u se the coal from the mine. 
It will 
su p p ly 
p ower 
for 
lighting 
to a 
considerable 
p art of the coastal strip in 
the north where the p easants 
hav e nev er had electricity . 
In 
late 
Febru ary 
W alt 
talked for three hou rs one 
ev ening with Bernard Fall, 
the distingu ished w riter on

Asia. 
Fall 
took 
cop ious notes and, as W ait 
recalls it, he said a t the end 
of the enthu iatic p resenta­ 
tion of the v illage op eration,

throu gh the smaller loop holes

Douglas

The oil dep letion allowance 
is a legalized tax ev asion 
scheme p ermitting p rodu cers 
to wirte off 27H p er cent of 
their oil and gas income. The

As ju stification, the oil in­ 
du stry argu es that there is 
only so mu ch oil in the grou nd, 
and the men who p u mp it 
out should get a tax break 
for ru nning their holes dry .

Oil millionaires are more

Monday Holidays 
Local businessmen have joined th# growing num­ 
ber of people who support the idea ct changing the 
dates of certain nonreligious holidays so that they 
uoilid occur regularly on Mondays. Traditionalists 
aie opposed to the proposal for uniform Monday 
holidays. 
Recently the U.S. Chamber of Commerce polled 
its members on the question and found an overwhelm­ 
ing 85 per cent approved. Most of the businessmen 
said the change would help their production and work 
schedule by avoiding the stop-start interruptions 
caused by midweek holidays. 
The Chamber is actively supporting legislation In 
Congress which wtxild change Washington’s Birth­ 
day to Presidents’ Day in honor of all Presidents, 
fixing Independence Day on s Monday, moving Me­ 
morial Day to the last Monday in May and Veterans 
Day to the last Monday in October. Thanksgiving 
Day would be moved from the fourth Thursday to the 
fourth Monday in November. 
One of the arguments against the change is that 
Monday holidays, by extending weekends to three 
days, would cause more traffic accidents than one-day, 
midweek holidays. 
Various studies show that sometimes this is true, 
sometimes not. Traffic holidays during the non­ 
holiday weekends often exceed those of holiday week­ 
ends. 
The National Safety Council has stated that from 
a traffic safety viewpoint highway deaths provide no 
argument for or against Monday holidays. 
The idea of uniform Monday holidays is not a new 
one, but the momentum behind it is building. We 
hope that in the not too distant Ai turf, Americans 
speaking through their state and national represen­ 
tatives will be given an opportunity to make a final 
decision on it

Both major stock exchanges in New York City 
have gone on curtailed work schedules, but the ex­ 
planation the boards of governors are giving is some­ 
thing less than complete. 
The exchanges which handle more than 90 per 
cent of the dollar volume of securities transactions 
dose st 2 p. rn., 90 minutes earlier than usual. This, 
say the governors, will enable the huge backlog of 
paperwork to be reduced to normal, or nearly normal 
Weis. The increased paperwork stems from a record 
high volume of transactions—last year, the rate was 
7.5 million shares a day, thus far this year It’s IO 
million and last week (in the summer when trading 
traditionally hits the doldrums) ft rose to an aver­ 
age of 12 million. 
This feverish pace admittedly swamps the broker­ 
age offices with clerical duties and the earlier dosing 
may well result in a dwindled load, but what the offi­ 
cials are really trying for is a curb in the wave of 
speculation that has been sweeping over the invest­ 
ment markets. Their reasoning is that there will be 
less of such risky and unhealthful purchasing during 
a four-hour period than during 5% hours. 
The extent of the governors’ concern is indicated 
in the fact that not in the past 34 yeaxa has the mar­ 
ket curtailed its hours for more than one day. 
Despite the restrictions and safeguards that have been 
effected since the “let the buyer beware’’ period of 
the ’20s that culminated in the market crash of 
October 1929, the current level of stock trading and W a s h in g t o n C a l l i n g 
purchasing is enough to stir apprehension among 
economists and responsible members of the invest­ 
ment community. Employment is high and so are 
earnings—and human nature is unchanged. Man al­ 
ways will be open for a chance for easy money. The 
myth that the stock market is the place to make a 
kill dies hard. 
In a world in which new vistas seem to be opening 
up daily, glamor stocks are multiplying. Some are 
selling at prices that seem to have discounted not only 
the future but the hereafter. People who rush in 
and lay their hard-earned money on the line may 
well get burned before they learn the always valid 
lesson to “investigate before investing.” 
The governors of the New York and American 
exchanges acted responsibly in shortening the trad­ 
ing day, but they may have been inexcusably super- 
cautious in refraining from a blunt statement that 
speculation in stocks has reached dangerous propor­ 
tions. Someone has to wake up those who are dream­ 
ing of easy riches in the stock market.

“I read with interest your re 
cent announcement that you 
were in fav or of a city m an­ 
ager for Kingston. This sur­ 
prised me. There hav e been two 
charter commissions appointed 
in our community in recent

there was little interest shown 
in this form of gov ernment. 
“I believ e that one of the 
greatest hoaxes played upon 
the American public is the city 
m anager scheme. Under such 
cries as ‘running the city is big 
business’ and ‘we need an ex­ 
pert to do the job,’ the concept 
had considerable acceptance in 
our state and elsewhere in the 
1940’s. It is significant that not 
only has there been a halt nn 
the number of adopting the 
m anager form of city gov ern­ 
ment, but there has been an 
abandonment of the idea by 
sev eral communities. 
“The International City M an­ 
agers Association, each month 
in the 'National Civ ic Rev iew.’ 
announces those communities 
who adopt 
m a n a g e r plans 
throughout the nation. The list 
contains only about a dozen 
names, 
the great preponder­ 
ance of which hav e a popula­ 
tion of under 10,000. Interest­ 
ingly enough, there is listed 
monthly, almost as many refer- 
endums to abandon the idea. 
“In our state, only 17 of our 
62 cities hav e a city manager. 
The 
l a r g e s t community is 
Rochester where he receiv es an 
annual salary of $26,500. Lac- 
kawana. city with a population 
within 300 of Kingston at the 
time of the last decennial cen­ 
sus, in the past two years has 
v oted to abandon the city m an­ 
ager form and return to the 
mayor-couneil form. 
“The basic premise on which 
the city m anager concept is 
either accepted or rejected, is 
the alleged need for a trained 
expert to run City Hall. Inher­ 
ent in this argument is the 
admission that the people of 
the city are unwilling or in­ 
capable of running their own 
community and therefore, must 
hire an outsider to do the job 
for them. I am not ready to 
make such a concession about 
Kingston, or for that m atter, 
any other city of our state.
